Labels, Shop Cards, and Service 
Buttons? The Union Label is a 
symbol which is displayed by 
means of a cloth or paper label, 
stamp or other imprint upon prod- 


hours and working condi- 


ucts to indicate that they are made! 


in unionized shops, factories and 
other industrial establishments. 
The Shop Card is a printed sign 
which is displayed in the window 
or on the wall of all shops and 
business places, the employes of 
which are unionized. The Service 
Button is similar to the insignia 
of lodges or fraternal orders and 
is worn in the same manner. The 
Service Button gives assurance 
that the services are performed or 
rendered by members of trade 
unions, - 

In January 1947 the United As- 
sociation became affiliated with 
the Union Label and Trades Serv- 
ice Department. Contractors, after 
qualifying, were granted permis- 
sion to use the United Association 
Union Label. Fabrication, fabri- 
cated in contractors’ shops and 
shipped to all parts of the country 
with the Union Label attached, is 
being installed by members of the 
J. A. without question,

How to Borrow, Spend, Hide the IOU'S 
Under the Rug is Grand GOP Scheme 


How to eat more and yet keep your figure slim is a prob- 
lem faced by many people. 

But the Eisenhower Administration has worked out a way 
{o eat more of the taxpayers’ money and yet keep the figure 
of the budget slim and trim. 

Senator Kuchel, who is running scared well nigh to death 
of his Democratic opponent, Congressman Sam Yorty, had 
much to do with putting the eat-more-and-get-slimmer 
scheme through Congress. 

Some have called it the “painless payment” plan for get- 
ting Government buildings constructed. Under it, “‘lease-pur- 
chase” arrangements are made by which post offices or other 


Federal facilities are privately financed and constructed, then |i

leased to the Government for 10-to-25-year periods. 


rental payments are applied toward the purchase price of the} % 


building, with the Government eventually taking ownership. 

Under this scheme, the Government is about to embark 
on its first big “civilian building” program in 15 years. Gov- 
ernment building was interrupted by World War II when 
military construction took preference. Officials now figure 
there’s a $2.5 billion backlog of Federal construction projects. 
So it’s a pretty big deal. 


Now the Eisenhower Administration not only hopes to 
develop a reputation for balancing budgets, but also for gen- 
uine economy to the taxpayer. But does the taxpayer benefit 
by this lease-purchase scheme? Here's the answer as the Wall 
Street Journal gives it: 

“The taxpayer’s burden won’t be any lighter in the long run, 
even though payments will be spread over a number of years. In 
fact, the instalment plan will actually make the ultimate cost of 
new buildings more expensive for the Government, just as it does 
for the private home owner. The Government in effect will have 
a mortgage on its new buildings. So in addition to rental pay- 
ments, it will also have to pay interest to the private lenders or 
builders who put up the cash. Thus the new plar is more expen- 
sive than a lump-sum appropriation to cover the entire cost of the 
construction work.” 

The interest which will be paid ‘‘to the private lenders or 
builders who put up the cash” will doubtless be at a higher 
rate than would be paid for thé borrowing of money by the 
Government on the usual large scale; so it looks like a nice 
scheme for spreading some gravy.

Business Subsidy vs. Postal Pay 


President Eisenhower, it will be remembered—yes, and| 
it'll be remembered a long time, too!—claimed that the reason 
he vetoed the measure providing increased pay for postal 
workers and other U.S. employees was because Congress did 
not provide increased postal rates to pay for the increase. 

Leaving aside the fact that there are a million other Fed- 
eral workers who would have received the increase besides 
the half a million postal workers, here's another point. 

How much in the way of aids and services does the Gov- 
ernment spend on labor as compared with business? It's true 
that there was no question of aids and services involved in 
the measure to raise pay which Mr. Eisenhower vetoed: it was 
a straight question of a decent pay raise very much needed | 
by workers who have long had no increase, and who have 
had a hard time making ends meet. But it is at least of signifi- 
cance that while Mr. Eisenhower doesn't think postal workers 
and other Government employees are entitled to a pay in- 
crease until postal rates are boosted, the Government is giving 
five times as much money in aids and services to business as 
it is giving to labor. 

Five times as much! The figures are plain. An official re- 
port of the Library of Congress gives them: for the fiscal year 
which ended June 30 business received $1,063,000,000 in aids 
and services, while labor received $222 millions in unemploy- 
ment insurance, etc. 

The major types of current Federal expenditures primarily | 
benefitting business enterprises are the portions of the postal
